13. A method for detecting obstruction in a blood vessel, comprising: 

a. introducing into said blood vessel a balloon catheter having an 
expandable balloon which comprising a plurality of strain gauges mounted on a 
circumference of said balloon at a common longitudinal distance along said balloon 
arrang e d around sa i d ba ll oon at d i ff e r e nt circumf e r e nt i a l pos i t i ons and operable to 
measure and report degrees of expansion of local portions of a wall of said balloon , sa i d 
l oca l port i ons b ei ng pos i t i on e d at d i ff e r e nt circumf e r e nt i a l pos i t i ons of sa i d ba ll oon ; 

b. expanding said balloon within said blood vessel; 

c. comparing expansions reported by said plurality of strain gauges; and 

d. reporting obstruction of said blood vessel if at least one strain gauge of 
said plurality of strain gauges report less expansion than another strain gauge of said 
plurality of strain gauges. 

19. A system for detecting and localizing obstructing material in a blood vessel, 
comprising: 
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a. an expandable balloon catheter having an expandable balloon which 
comprises a plurality of strain gauges operable to measure and report local expansion 
of portions of said expandable balloon, said plurality of strain gauges being mounted on 
a circumference of said balloon at a common longitudinal distance along said balloon 
arrang e d around sa i d ba ll oon at d i ff e r e nt c i rcumf e r e nt i a l pos i t i ons around a common 
c i rcumforonco of sa i d ba ll oon ; and 

b. a data analysis module which compares data received from said plurality 
of strain gauges and reports obstruction of said blood vessel if at least one strain gauge 
of said plurality of strain gauges reports less expansion than another strain gauge of 
said plurality of strain gauges. [.]
